of State John Foster Dulles said 
today the United States must be 
or guard against a possible at­ 
tack on Turkey by Syria and the 
Soviet Union.

I ditoria! — BY BRUCE BIOSSAT 
No knowledgeable politician is 
likely to concede openly that he 
plans to use one public office as 
a stepping-stone to a higher one. 
Thus the interesting thing about 
Senator Knowland’s announcement 
of his governorship candidacy in 
California is not what he says on 
the subject but what is the prob­ 
ability as to the 1960 presidential 
race. 


The evidence up to this point 
suggests that Knowland will be a 
candidate for the Republican nom­ 
ination despite his avowed inten­ 
tion to serve four years as gover­ 
nor if he wins. 
Knowland himself did not close 
the door on the presidential pros 
p ed. 
But even if he had tried to 
do so, that would not necessarily 
have ended it. 
Unless his refusal is on a “won’t 
run and won’t serve” basis, a can­ 
didate's disavowal usually is re­ 
garded as only tentative, and some­ 
times as simply strategic. 
His 
potential backers go about their 
preparations without rest. 
Iii rare cases they get no en 
couragement from the prospect at 
all, and there must be a genuine 
draft attempt. 
But usually mat­ 
ters reach a stage where the can­ 
didate ‘‘bows to the insistent de 
mand” that he run in spite of pre­ 
vious statements that he would 
not. 
Knowland, of course, must first 
win the GOF primary over incum­ 
bent Gov. Goodwin J. Knight and 
then whip the Democratic nom 
inee before he can be a factor 
in 1960 at all. 
If he does that, all the signs in­ 
dicate 
that 
considerable 
GOF 
strength will cluster about him on 
the presidential battlefield. He has 
become a rallying point for many 
Republican conservatives who be 
h e now that Vice President Nix 
on is a full-fledged ‘‘Eisenhower 
Republican.” 
There is irony in this for Know 
land, since he contends he has sup 
I “ted the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion in Congress 93 per cent of the 
time.

N EW YORK IT — Silence isn't 
always golden. 
In a small room of a New York 
hospital clinic, a little boy looks at 
a picture mounted on a piece of 
cardboard. A pretty girl asks him 
what that picture shows, and he 
opens his lips and tries to speak 
the word “ apple.” 
Yesterday, young Tommy said 
the word ‘ kitten,” and it was a 
triumph. 
But today, 
the sound 
that comes from his lips is garbled 
and unrecognizable, 
little more 
than a grunt. 
The grey-eyed girls takes his 
hand gently and blows on it so he 
can feel her breath as she says 
the word. Then she puts Tommy’s 
hand in front of his mouth, and 
Tommy tries again. 
This time . . . falteringly . . 
the 
word comes out. Tommy has said 
‘‘apple," and he laughs out loud, 
and says the word “ apple” again. 
Each Case Dramatic 
This laborious procedure is part 
of months, .sometimes years 
of 
training thai many boys and girls 
go through when they do not learn 
to speak as other children do. 
Across the corridor, dark haired 
Doris Trepel Elberfeld, head of 
the first speech clinic for mentally 
retarded children 
in New 
York, 
looks through a file of case his­ 
tories and says. “ Every speech 
ca1-? is a dramatic case." 
The clinic opened in September, 
1950, at the Flower Fifth Avenue 
Hospital. 
It wa 
the first of its 
kind in New York, and has grown 


in size and technioues and served 
as 
a guide for 
similar 
clinic* 
throughout the country. 
Some 1,000 chi’ Yen w ith speech 
problems have beer diagnosed at 
the clinic, and about 500 
have 
received therapy. 


Each Word Helps 


If after a year or two of work 
the instructors can teach a child 
to say even a few sentences, they 
feel they have accomplished one 
of the most important things 
in 
the child’s life. 


"Speech and language are the 
b. sie means of communication,” 
said Dr. Leberfeld. “We would not 
be able to get along in the world 
as well as the next fellow unless 
we could talk.” 


Dr 
Leberfeld 
advises mother* 
start talking to their bibles as 
soon 
as 
they bring 
them horn# 
from the hospital (no baby talk, 
please), and eventually, she says, 
the

Sheriff Kenneth McLeod said the 
women were kidnaped when they 
left the school after teaching adult 
education classes. 
He said Ball told him he hid in 
Miss Snyder’s car in the school 
parking lot with rope, wire and a 
knife.

drive to a wooded area four miles 
southwest of Dowagiac and order 
ed the teachers to disrobe.

WASHINGTON lf — The Com 
meree Departm ent says personal 
income of Americans dipped slight 
ly last month in the first such de 
cline since last December. 


The Federal Reserve Board re 
ports industrial activity also de­ 
creased slightly in September. 
The two reports Tuesday were 
certain to be cited by economic 
experts who are concerned about 
the recent stock m arket break and 
the lack of zest in the fall busi 
ness “ pick-up.”

The disease appeared to be gath­ 
ering strength from one end of the 
nation to the other, with children 
the chief victims of the Asian flu 
and other respiratory ailments. 
At least seven deaths blamed on 
the flu were reported in Pennsyl­ 
vania in the past 48 hours.

flu-conneeted death each occurred 
in Wisconsin, Utah, Ohio, Michi­ 
gan and Indiana 


Five children died and four oth­ 
ers were critically ill in a tragic 
1 influenza epidemic at the Penn 
hurst State Training School for the 
Mentally Retarded near Philadel 
phia. 


The disease hit 838 of the school’s 
3.149 children and 56 of its 400 em 
ployes. 
Tests were begun to de 
term ine whether the flu was of the 
Asian variety. 
Four of the dead children, who 
ranged in age from six to 16 years. 
were recent admissions. 
Dr. Leo 
pold Potkonsik, school superinten 
dent, said none of the victims had 
been “ in too good physical shape.” 
None of the children in the insti 
tution had received Asian flu inoc 
ulations.

company said the no-ironing is 
I possible through the built-in qual 
• ities of the fabrics, plus new meth 
ods of garment construction — 
| trims and such designed to take 
the beating a machine gives them. 
Fabric combinations included or- \ 
| lon-cotton, dacron-cotton, dacron 
rayon, and dacron-orlon. 
DuPont said it expected the suc­ 
cess of wash-wear 
in women’s j 
clothes to match what already has * 
happened in men’s wear, 
it re- ! 
ported that by spring and sum 
| mer, 1958, there will be 37 men’s 
wear manufacturers offering no­ 
iron apparel . . . that more than 
1 two million men’s garments will be 
I produced in the wash-wear cate- 
i gory.
